LONDON, July 15.—An Alexandria dispatch 
to the Times savs that 1,300 Christian refugee® 
were savedin a Coptic church during the 
massacre. The fires in the town are un- 
doubtedivédirectly instigated by the principal 
supporters of Arabi Pasha, if not 
by himself. After the looting commenced the 
soldiers attacked the original plunderers and 
robbed them of their prey.

One 
of Arabi Bey’s first tasks was to set Egyptian 
and Turkish troops to place earthworks and 
guns upon either side of this edifice—the 
same which Dumas the elder contemptuously 


referred toas the miserable white building 
built by Italians.

A DRUNKARD'S DEATH. 


The Mysterious Death of Pease, the Pianist, 
Solved at Last. 


The whereabouts of the missing pianist, 
Alfred H. Pease, bas at length been cleared 
up, and his body lies to-day in the Morgue 
awaiting shipment to his parents’ homé, «3 
Buffalo, N. Y. Mr. Pease, who had been giv- 
ing exhibitions in Chicago, came here abcut 
May 15, on a visit to his friend, Herman Ss. 
Praetorius, who is with Story & Camp. 
He left Praetorius on May 31, without giving 
any reason. The following day, he came 
around and told his friends that he wag stay- 


ing at Hurst’s Hotel. It was afterwards learned 
tuat he was drinking heavily, and that he—was 
brought home to the hotel on several oc- 
casions entirely overpowered by liquor. 
On the morning ot June 5 he 
disappeared, and all attempts 

find him proved unavaillag. 
Praetorius got out Cards, cescrib 
ing the missing man and Offering 
5100 for the discovery of bis whereubouts- 
The police and detectives, together with a 
couple ot private detectives from McDonough 
& Huthsing’s Agency, devoted all their 
gigantic talents and energy to the solution of 
the mystery, but they unraveled 
nothing. Pease’s disappearance was 
laid up among the mysteries that 
are tooideep even for St. Louis detectives. 
On Sunday, July 2, a man arrived at the Lin- 
dell House, a boarding place on Fourteenth 
and Poplar streets, and registered as ‘‘Joha 
O. Doenn, Baitimore.’’ He acted like any 
other boarrder, only that he kept his room 
more steadily and drank enormous quantities 
of whisky. Mike Bruegel, the proprietor ot 
the boarding house, told a reporter this morn- 
ing that Doehn’s usual dose was a couple 
of quarts of whisky every duy. 
The man was pretty well dressed, was by no 


means reticent, and seemed to have plenty of : 


money. During the first week that be was at 
the house he was out onthe street considera- 
biy, visiting the neighboring saloons for pota- 
tions, in addition to his coupie of quarts at the 
Lindell House, Last Sunday his whisky drink- 
ing began to tell on him so much that be was 
not as well able to go about as previously. 
Mr. Bruegel said that ‘;Doehn’’ was dringing 
himself to death, aud on Tuesday last he be- 
an to refuse him liquor, the boarder not mak 
ug much objection to this refusal. On 
Wednesday last, about II a. m., tue man 
came down from his room in a rather sbaky 
condition. He sat on a table in the bar room 
and called for a glass of milk, Then he called 
for a glass of lemonade and drank it. He told 
Bruegel that he had lost a $50 d 
and soon after went out into the back yard 
He next wandered into the iumber yard, be- 
hind the house, and then he fell down and 
was picked up by some stranger, who brought 
him pack and placed him sitting near the cor- 
ner ot Fourteenth and Poplar, outside his 
boarding-house. Inafew minutes the man 
ai The amb cé was called and 
the body en to the Morgue.

IN DEBT TO DELILAH. 


Russell Ostrom’s Forgeries for Love’s 
Sake. 
„ 
A Singular Story of Affection and 
Crime. 


A dispatch from GShicago this morning an- 
nounced that a number ot our St. Louis gilded 
youth had been on an extended spree in 
Chicago, which had wound up oy 
the capture of one of the boys, Russell Ostrom, 
by bis father, after he had forged that 
gentleman’s name to a number of 


checks, and lived quite a gay lite 
on the proceeds. There were in the 
party the two Van Studdiford boys, Russell 
Ostrom and another named Roper, an em- 
ploye of W. H. Gumersel) & Co. It 
appears that the Van Studdiford boys 
met the other two young men accidentally in 
Chicago,tandthey have nothing whatever to 
do with the story of young 
Ostrom’s fall. Ostrom was employed 
tor some time past at: the Excelsior 
stove warerooms on Main near Christy ave- 
nue, in which establishment his tather is also 
employed, where he made warm triends not 
alone with his fellow clerks but with his em- 
ployers. He was a hard working, bright§@young 
fellow, and the news that he was mixed up in 
a very shady forgery case came like a clap of 
thunder on his associates. 

It seems that some three or four months 
since Russell Ostrom made the 
acquaintance ota lady of the demimonde, 
for whom he conceived a wild infatuation. 
Every cent of his salary was lavished upon 
her, and as that was not enough he ran into 
debt in her behalf. He took her out buggy 
riding, took her to the theaters, 
and it is said was on the point of marrylug 
her when tbe crash came. His father has 
discovered a bundle of the lady’s letters, 
which are said to be of the 
very warmest description, and which 
are voluminous enough to fill a band-box. 
The lady is quite a Scholar, ana her erotic 
effusions are said by those who have seen the 
letters to be warm and imaginative enough 
for a modern Sappho. She has invented the 
last stretch of ingenuity in the adoration line 
by calling her admirer ‘‘My god’’ and ‘‘My 
dear god.’’ She referred to him continually 
as her Cupidon. Such a wealth of affection 
naturally called forareturn, Her picture 

HE CARRIED NEXT TO HIS HBART, 
and his letters were but a pale reflex of her 
own, Love’s young dream went on in this 
way, getting lovelier and dreamier as the time 
flew by until Ostrom had no mere 
money. Gauging the experience of her 18 
e@ar-old adorer, she sent him a sharp note to 


He. had none to send. She then 
threatened to take his letters down 
to his employers and tell them the whole story 
of his lawless passion. The threat demoral- 
ized young Ostrom altogether and he im 
mediately began his preparations for 
flight. Three checks were forged in his father’s 
name, whether by Ostrom or by Roper is not 
known, Mr. 8. A. Ostrom claiming that the 
actual forgery was committed bv C. Roper 
the companion of young Ostrom’s flight. ne 
of these checks, for $125, was passed upon W. 
H. Gumersell & Co. by young Ostrom, who 
was identified to thé cashier, whether 
by Roper or not is not known; the second, for 
$65, was cashed by Crouch & Dolan, of the 
Park Stables; the third, for 5100, 
was cashed into the Third National 
through the Clearing-house, and 
a fourth, for $50, is hy SS to be still out- 
standing, unless Mr. L. A. Ostrom has suc- 
ceeded in catching it and paying it. In 
each instance young Ostrom was the person 
whouttered the forged check, and all four 
were drawn on the Third National Bank, 
where Mr. Ostrom has no deposit 
whatever. W. H. Gumersell & Oo. declined, 
to make any explanation or to give any 
statement of the forgery. Mr. L. A. Ostrom, 
however, is known to have paid the check 
which was cashed by the firm, 
MR. DOLAN, 

of Grouch & Dolan, the Park Livery Stable 
keepers on Washington avenue, told the re- 
porter that Russell Ostrom had told Mr. 
Crouch that he would have a good deal of 
riding todo during June, and that he would 
pay for what buggies he took out 
in the first haif of the month ashe got them, 
the balance he would pay July 1. Crouch told 
him all right, and on July 1 there was a bill of 
$24 against him. Ostrom telephoned 
up to the stable that he would come there 
Monday evening and settle. On Monday, ac- 
cordingly, he came, and after going over the 
bill presented a check for 865 
signed with the name of I.. A. 
Ostrom, drawn to the order of Russell Ostrom, 
and indorsed on the back with the young gen 
tieman’sname. Said he, Hant t pay the 
bill and leave a deposit of $25 agulnst next 
month, so give me $16 and Call it square. 
„No, said Crouch, ““I don’t want any deposit 
from you. Here is 428, all the money I have in 
my pocket. Come bere in the evening and I 
will ive you the balance.’’ But Russell never 
came back for the other $15. ‘‘ Now the singular 
part of the business,“ continued Mr. Dolan, 
72% thatl took the check down to the Third 
National and got the cash tor 
it, although Ostrom bed no ac- 
count tuere. I think the teller 
knew my face. At any rate he glanced at the 
indorsement aud passed Out the money. 
That evening he came up here 
and toid me that Ostrom 
no account with the Third National, ana 
do I made goed the check and we began look 
ing ſor the boy. We found he had left for Chi 
‘ago July 3, but we were assvred by 
Mr. Dana, of the Excelsior Stove Company, 
that as soon as Ostrom’s father came to town 

would pay the checks, and that 

Ostrom did not he (Mr. 

Vana) would. So we waited. Mr. Ostrom 
was bere to-day and showed us a picture of 
the girl after whom the boy was 80 infatu ated. 
He claims that it was Roper who forged the 
checks.’’ 

Did he pav them?“ 

„Mr. Ostrom? Certainly; he is as good as 
wheat.’’ 

Dia you see any of the letters?“ 

No, it was rather a delicate question to 
ask bim about, and I did not care to seem 
curious about them. Mr. Ostrom told me that 
Roper’s friends were putting up half the 
money to take up the bogus checks.“ 

Nou are sure, Mr, Dolan, that the checks 
were torged?’’ 

On, yes; there is no doubt about that. 

Toe reporter discovered that the Ostroms 
were staying at 3416 Bell street, but 
a call at the residence proved that 
they were not at home. ‘Their trunks were 
packed to leave town this evening for Fair- 
view, Wis., where Mr. Ostrom intends to take 
his son and keep him. The above story is 
tuily corroborated in all the important detaim 
by = officers of the Excelsior Stove Com- 
pany.

How That Market has Established 
Legitimate Values.

History of the October Corn and April 
Wheat Corners,

Contrary to the expectations of the ‘‘longs,’s 
‘*bulls,’’ and the other gentlemen who were 
so virtuously indignant yesterday at the Arbi-. 
tration Committees decision in the June 
wheat deal, the doors of the Exchange were 
opened promptly on time by Jimmy Newell 
this morning, the usual crowd streamed in, 
the early worm seekers leaped into the arena, 
the bull-pen, or rather bear pit, as the mar- 
kets were lower, and business opened up in 
speculative trading about the same ag of yore. 
The exciting subject of yesterday was still 
the principal theme of conversation to-day, 
and though men’s blood had cooled down and 
their judgments not so much clouded by self 
interest or prejudice, yet there was still con- 
siderabie anger rankling in some of their 
hearts, and some of the conversation between 
different members was pretty spicy. The 
course pursued by other markets in denounc- 
ing St. Louis merchants for unfair and out- 
rageous action in detaulting upon their con- 
tracts and in stigmatizing the de- 
cision of the committee has aroused great feel- 
ing and caused something of a reaction in 
favor of this committee amo men here who 
yesterday could not find words harsh enough 
to upbraid them. Said a member: 

„St. Louis merchants remember only too 
well the action of the Cnicago Board of Trade 
directory when they marked the marginal 
value ot their corn down about 15 cents a 
bushel, and caused St. Louis men, who were 
largety interestea there and here, to lose 
money heavily. Why, sir, St. Louis puts 
$1,000,000 a year into the pockets of those Chi- 
cago sharpers. Suppusing we had withdrawn 
our trade from that market upon this sharp 
action of theirs, don’t you suppose they 
would have felt it? The Chicago gtrade to St. 
Louis is not worth atenth of what ours is to 


her.

Trade directory heard evidence as to 
true market value ofcornin the market in 
order to fix the marginal value of October 
corn, so that the shorts could call the longs 
for margins aud protect their own contracts.

The Board of 
Directors, after hearing the evidence, fixed 
the market value of corn at se, or 14@16c be 
low the price it had been forced to. Upon 
this the shorts called the longs for heavy 
margins, andthe market broke down to 680. 
This action of the directory ‘‘busted’’ the 
o rner, for though Hobbs made a game fight, 
vorrowing three miliion dollars from the 
banks to carry the deal through, he was un- 
able to do so, and the result was a flat fuilure 
of what had promised to bea big squeeze. A 
notable fact in this case was that John B. 
Lyons, one of the directars before wnom this 
case was tried, and who hei ped fix the market 
value, was personally intere on the short 
side of corn. 

THE APRIL WHEAT DEAL 
of Chicago wus another case wherein that 
sharp market pulled tue props out from under 
the iongs and lettnem fall, and atthe same 
time knecked a corner in the head. 
Peter McGeoch, George O. Walker, 
N. K. Fairbank and others had a corner in 
April wheat in Chicago. Holding all the stock 
ot wheat iu store, the combiuation forced the 
market up to ST 40 on the last day of the 
month. The shorts defaulted on their con- 
tracts to the extent Of 500,000 bushels, 
to settle at the price demanded b 
longs and asked 1 an 
tion under ‘the ruies of < 
Board of Trade to find the true, legitimate 
value of the wheat. A committee composed 


ot gentiemen who, like the St. Louis commit- 


tee, were above suspicion, had a patient hear- 
ing ot all the evidence produ and finally 
fixed tne true value of the wheat on tke 
guth of April at $131 per bushel. This action 
of the Chicago snorts and this decision of the 
committee provoked the same wild storm of 
censure from other markets tnat is now direct- 
ed against St. Louis, but Chicago is still situat- 
ed upon the shores of Lake higan, is still 
tke leading speculative grain market of the 
world and receiving just as many orders as 
ever before. They have now before their 
Board of Trade another combination of a 
wheat corner, this time of June, and upon 
which Mr. Peter McGeoch, one of the prin- 
cipal longs in the April corner, is a defaulter 
on the short side. 

The men,“ se‘da member to-day, who 
are trying to manufacture public opinion 
against this market are such men as Phil Ar- 
mour, David Dows, Kershaw, Handy and 
others—men who controi millions, who are 
always bulls, and who tiy dy all 
the means in their power to squeeze 
out and ruin men who have the 
courage to go short. Lou take solid honora- 
ble gentiemen on this floor, such as Gov. Stan- 
ara and Nathan Cole. and they say the com- 
mittee did right and that they now feel easier 
in their minds as to the future of this market 
and the rights of the members of this exchange 
being protected. Why, the millers of this 
city were obliged to close down their milis, 
pay off their hands and 
all their orders owing to 
manipulation of the market by Mr. 
Oliver. You will see, if you look around you, 
that the men onthis floor who are loudest 
in their denunciation of the shorts are tailers 
on the big bulls of this market. 

„In Milsaukee, said another, they have 
no rules probibiting corners, and what kind 
of a ma ket have they got there? Most of the 
orders they get are for Chicago peopie,as peo- 
pie are atruid to trade direct on the Milwaukee 
market. All the large markets of this city, in- 
cluding Naw York and Chicago, have ruies 
prohibiting corners and making Only a legiti- 
mate shipping and manufacturing vaiue the 
basis tor a settlement of option contracts.’’ 

This vexatious June deal will probably be 
brought before the Board of Directors next 
week, and thesame evidence submi for 
their consideration as was brought out in tne 
late arbitration. 

THE JULY OaT DEAL | 
has not been affected by this decision of the 
committee, and the partiesrunning the deal 
appear to be well satisfied that they occupy an 
impregnabie position, in that they have not 
run the July option up to the price of cash, 
and consequentiy tne shorts could not 
possibly" refuse to rettle on the 
2 terms. Said W. L. Green, 
of R.S. McCormick & Co.: Cash oata is 
worth 65c in this market and 58cin Chicago.

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THE PENITENTIARY. 


A Glimpse at This Department of the 
State Government.

Convict Life, Fare, Discipline and 
Relaxation. 


Sketches of Warden Willis, Capt. Brad- 
bury, Dr. Winston, and Roster of 
Employes—Cost of the 
Institution, Ete. 


There are five ill-shaped, ungainiy and 
rocky hills fronting the Missouri River 
and overhanging the Pacific Railroad track at 
Jefferson City. The first to the westward is 
occupied by the magnificent residence and 
orebards of Col. J. S. Ambrose, president of 
the Gas Company, the second by the State 
Capitol, the third by the Executive Mansion, 
the fourth by the State Penitentiary 
and the fifth by the residence and orchards 
of Gen. L. Jas. Minor, ex-Secretary of State. 
che distance from the Capitol to the Peni- 
tentiary is estimated at one mile, but stand- 
jug ia the door oi the prison office one may 
look through the mansion into the State- 
house. 


stone walls mounted with parapets and 
guard towers. ‘The drainage is toward the 
northeast corner, the slope being rapid 


appreciable, so thatthe guards of the upper 
corners have a sweeping view of the entire 
enclosure. The northern wall of tbe prison 
rises abruptly from the railroad track. Out- 
side the walls, and at the extreme soutbwest- 
ern corner of the prison property is the War- 
Gen’s residence, an unpretentious two-story 
puilding, standing a considerable distance 
back from the street. It is fronted with a 
little lawn, containing flower-beds, summer- 
houses and rustic benches, while 
n. large garden slopes backward 
from the rear. Adjoining the Warden’s yard 
northward are the horse-lots and wagon- 
stands for the Peniteatiary animals ana vehi- 
cles, ending with arow of stables, Passing 
through a smal! court the visitor confronts 
the prison office. He enters unheeded into a 
hallway, thence into a reception office where 
he is confronted by an attendant who conveys 
his card tothe Warden. That official’s pri- 
vate office opens from the reception(room and 
jeads into the room occupied by the clerks 
and bookkeepers. Ifthe visitor h as chanced to 
call in visiting hours, he is cordially transfer- 
red to thetconductor, who leads him into the 
reception-room and thence eastward to the 
revolving, semi-circular gate, into which he 
climbs and is turned around by a convict 
and dumped into the prison yards. The ürst 
building to the left is the stone hospital, with 
ite numerous wards, its dispensary, kitchen 
and dining-room. The hospital yard is a 


hollow equare, directly overlookea 
by the Warden's private office. 
Around the western wall, be- 


ginning at the hospital, are massive builu- 
inge, in which the contracters are working 
the convicts at their various trades. The 
largest buildings are the shoe-shops and sad- 
dle-tree factories. The conductor leads his 
visitor through these buildings slowly, 
pointing out the various noted criminals, 
elaborating the manner in which labor is car- 
ried on and showing specimens of the work 
performed. There are few opportuni- 
dies for acquiring a complete trade 
in the Penitentiary, for the work is divided 
up so completely that the new convict may 
isarn his duty in oneday. One set of men are 
cutters, another set stitchers, another are 
peggers, still another set are making heels, 
another are polishing, and so on by easy 
stages, until a pair of shoes has passed 
through a dozen hands before being finally 
delivered to the packers. 

THE CONVICTS ARE DIVIDED OFF 


in numerical order, a certain number 
being assigned to a guard, while 
in tne center of the floor sits the 


keeper, with his eves upon everybody. A 
visitor never attracts attention, because the 
husy and hopeless workers scarcely ever raise 
their eyes. ith bowed heads and nimble 
Angers they ply their ceaseless vocation, a 
shade of meiancholy permeating their entire 
existence. The labor is apportioned into 
daily tasks, which each convict is required to 
perform, and at its completion he may either 
leave the shop and return to hia cell, or else 
continue his labor at a specified compensation 
for the extra work. Some of them become 
go proficient that their task is easily finiehed 
by 8 o’clock, giving three hours to earn 
money for themselves or otherwise dispose 
of the time as they shall see proper, subject 
always tothe rules and regulations of the 
prison. There are two interesting sights at 
the Penitentiary; one is the proceeding at 
meal-time and the other is the — morn- 
ing assemblage in the chapel. Promptly at 
noon the factory whistles blow, the vard-bell 
rings sod the fifteen hundred convicts are 
marched from their various employments 
to the immense dining- room, situated on the 
eastern side of the inclosure. The procession 
moves slowly in, and under the supervision 
of guards the convicts are seated. Upon raised 
platforms, scattered at regular intervals 
through the room, are placed the keepers, 
while every place of exit has its armed 
guards. Not a word is spoken during the day, 
and particular silenve is maintained at meals. 
The movements of this large body of men 
are governed entirely by mailet taps, given 
generally by the yard-master, and the sys- 
tem resembles that of calisthenics. he 
week-day meal consists ofa equare of corn- 
Dread, a slice of well-cooked meat, two 
kinds of vegetables, and water. The Sunday 
dinner is varied by the introduction of soup, 
coffee and alight dessert. The chapel ser-

ally and by a convict quartet, accompanied

Phelps’ personal friends. In 1880 Gov. Crit- 
tenden reappointed Maj. Willis as Warden 
not because of any admiration that existed 
between the two men, but because Crittenden 
regarded Mr. Willis as a necessity of his ad- 
ministration. 
CAPT. W. H. BRADBURY, 

the Deputy Warden, is the disciplinarian of 
the institution, regulating the punishments 
and individual government of tbe convicts. 
The position is a thankless and onerous one, 
but Capt. Bradbury bas had considerable ex- 
perience and seems to have grown quite ac- 
customed to the business. Heis the man who 
naturally incurs the enmity and hatred of 
every unruly convict, many of whom have 
threatened to kill him as soon as dis- 
charged from prison. In fact. Captain 
Bradbury’s life is continually in danger from 
the revengeful spirits that are daily discharg- 
ed from tne institution, but no one bas get 
dared to meet him openly. He has frequeat- 
ly been fired upon at night from hidden 
places, and his residence, near the Peniten- 
tiary, has on several occasions received a 
volley of rocks. Capt. Bradbury is tall and 
siender, with a long brown beard and mus- 


tache. He has large eyes, contain- 
ing that mixture of cold gray 
and white which indicates 


nerve and coolness. When he walks calmly 
through the shops a sort of hush falls upon 
the workers, and he reminds one of a lion- 
tamer eatering a den of wild animals. 
Capt. Bradbury has a large family, his 
oldest son being deputy clerk 
of the Supreme Court. The Captain is decid- 
edly uncommunicative or all occasions and 
apparently takes little interest in public af- 
fairs, but his home is characterized by 
frequent assemblages of young people, with 
whom he is a great favorite. He is generous 
to a fault and turns nobody from his door 
empty-handed. He has been connected with 


the Penitentiary at intervals dur- 
ing many years, but he and 
the Warden have bad nearly 


equal years of experience in running a Peni- 
tentiary. It is rumored that Capt. Bradbury 
has sspirations in the direction of the War- 
denship and that his friends are grooming 
him to come in with the next administration. 
At present, however, he relieves the Warden 
of all the really onerous and disagreeable 
duties in connection with the discipline of 
the institution. 

DR. WILLIS B. WINSTON, 
the prison physician, is the youngest man 
ever appointed to such a responsiblity, being 
only twenty-three years of age at the time of 
his first appointment. He was born at Jef- 
ferson City, November 19, 1854, and was 
reared in the shadow of the Executive Man- 
sion. He commenced the study of medicine 
in 1872 and graduated at the Missouri Medi- 
cal College, in this city, March 4, 1875. He 
then returned to the capital and began the 
practice of his profession in company 
with his father, Dr. G. B. Winston, an emi- 
nent pratictioner, wne died in St. Louis about 
five weeks ago. In 1875 the young physician 
was appointed city physician by the Mayor 
and county whysician by the County Court. 
In April, 1876, be was reappointed city phy- 
sician and continued in that office untl its 
abolition. He was twice elected Coroner of 
Cole county. Finally, in January, 1877, 
Dr. Winston received from Gov. 
Phelps the appointment of physician 
and surgeon of the State Penitentiary, in 
which office he served with such fidelity that 
in 1881 Gov. Thos. T. Crittenden prompt!y re- 
appointed him. Dr. Winston hasa bovish 
appearance, but is quiet, modest and unob- 
trusive.

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HR EGYPTIAN WAR. 


What the Learned Mea in Washington 
0 ' Have to Say. 
Washington Special to Chicago Tribune. 

The situgtion in Egy has attracted much 
attention at the capital to-day, and the press 
bulletins have been eagerly scanned. Even 
greater interest has been manifested at the 
War and Navy Departments, where the army 
and navy officers are awaiting with interest 
the result of the bombardment. A scientiic 
and practical interest is felt in this contest, 
as it is believed it will be very instructive in 
determining the actual fighting value of the 
latest pattern of ironclads armed with the 
heaviest ordnance. The British ships, espe- 
clally the Inflexible, are provided with new 
eighty-one-ton rifledguns. The representa- 
tive here of the largest manufactory in this 
country, as he read the announcement that 
four forts bad fallen, said: No 
more convincing proof is necessary 
ofathe great value of heavy ordnance. 
Fortifications cannot stand against them. 
That same British fleet off Alexandria Bay 
there to-day could batter down every fort 
that we have from Maine tothe Rio Grande 
and could sail directly under our guns and 
fire with impunity. This is the lesson of the 
Alexandria bombardment for this country, 
and the Government had better be doing 
something about it, for Abe Hewitt said very 
va rE in the House the other day, it 
would take three years to build a single one 
of these eighty-one-ton guns.“ This is a 
statement from one who desires legislation, 
but it is in a good deal of the same spirit that 
the officers of the Ordnance, Corps and the 
naval officers generally are watching the con- 
test in Egypt. The duel between the British 
fleet and the Egyptian forte affords the first 
real opportuaity for studying, in a 
practical way, the workings of many 
theories as to marine architecture, 
orduunce and fortifications which 
have been developed since there has 
been any considerable naval warfare. Es- 
pecisily is this true as to the defensive 
strength and aggressive powerof the heavy- 
armored British ships. At the end of the 
first day’s fignting the advocates of heavy 
armor and heavy ordnance claim that their 
theory has been confirmed, and no fortifica- 
tions can be built to successfully withstand 
the force of modern projectiles. The eighty- 
One-ton guns in use on the Infiexible throw a 
projectile: of about 1,700 pounds with, of 
course, enormous power. 

Simon Wolf, late Consul-General to Egypt, 
speaking of Arabi Bey. said: “‘Arabi Pasha 
is the head of the National party, whose slo- 
gan is Egy ot for the Egyptians. They desire 
that all the ofſices shall be filled with native 
Egyptians; that native Egyptlans, while bear- 
ing the burdens, shall enjoy the honors and 
receive the emoluments of state. In many 
respects this isa laudable policy. The Khe- 
dive is not opposed to this, but holds, and 
justiy holds, that the people must be educated 
up to such A condition of affairs. Arabi Pasha 
and the National party want a Republie. The 
Khedive sees that they are not fitted for such 
s. Government, and will not be for a hundred 
years. Arabi Pashais a poet, a philosopher, 
a fanatic—educated, intellectual, with much 
force aud many graces of character, but he 
lacks phvsical courage, it is asserted. 

“The Khedive is a highly educated man, 
fully alive to the highest requirements of 
modern civilization, has but one wife and ao 
concubines, while bis father, the famous Is- 
mail Pasha, had 600 or 700. Thie fact illus- 
trates lris desire to keep abreast of the re - 
quirements of modern civilization. He has 
been planting schools all throngh the coun- 
try—schools which teach the fellaheen the 
arts and sciences taught in England, Ger- 
many, Frauce and this country. The Khe- 
dive is sincerely devoted to the interests of 
his country, but he is powerless. The army 
is with. Arabi Pasha. There is 
one factor in this Egyptian prob- 
lem which gives promise of future light. 
The Board of Missionaries of the United 
Presbyterian Church of this country are do- 
ing a great and good work—doing it quietly, 
unostentatiously, unselfishiy, and thoroughiy 
and well. They are educating the Egyptians 
in the principles of honor snd morality. I 
do not mean they are doing any denomina- 
tional work, but the influence of the princt- 
ples they are disseminating is vast, benefl - 
cial and widely spreading. The Egyptian 
fellaheen are regarding this country with re- 
spect and intelligent consideration. The ex- 
ample of our institutions will, in course of 
time, produce an effect that cannot but be 
good.” This statement of Mr. Wolf is not 
— significance, as he is a Hebrew in his 
aith. 

George Bachellor,for a long time connected 
with the International Court in Ezvpt, was 
recently here and talked freely of Egyptian 
affairs. He sides with Arabi against the 
Khedive, and considered that he represented 
the progressive element to a very much 
greater extent than the Khedive does. 

A gentieman whois familiar with the geo- 
graphy of Egypt, and who knows the fighting 
qualities of the Arabs, to-day, at the Capitol, 
expressed the opinion that, ifthe Egyptian 
war extended inthe interior, it would con- 
tinue a considerable time. He believed 
however, that when Alexandria was capture 
by the British the war would close. The in- 
terior of Egypt is especially weil adapted to 
fighting when occupied by troops having the 
aympatby ofthe inhabitants, and it will be 
difficult to dislodge Arabi’s forces If they take 
possession of interior places.

Dead Fish in the Schuylkill, 
Philadelphia Special to the New York World. 
Reports from points along the Schuylkill 
River to-night indicate that the fisn continue 
to die in large numbers and float along the 
river banks. They are decomposing rapidly 
under the hot sun and emit a sickening 
stench, and several persons have been made 
ill by breathing the impure air. The fish 
which have not died are congregated in large 
schools at points where fresh and pure 
streams empty into the river. Several men 
have gathered these dead fish from the sur- 
face of the water, but it has not yet been as- 
certained whether they ate them or offered 
them forsale. The officials have been in- 
formed, and will take immediate steps to 
prevent the catching of fish at thistime. The 
river at Reading is rapidly becoming worse. 
The bass succumbed this morning for the 
first time and are dying very fast. A petition 
will be presented to the Legislature asking 
that fish- ways be placed in the river. The 
Health Commissioner at Reading thinks the 
death of the fish is caused by some 
diseases peculiar to them, or by alkali washed 
4 from the river bed. The Reading Board 
of Health will make an immediate attempt 
to ascertain the cause. The president of the 
Pottstown Water Company went to Reading 
to-day with some of the water taken from the 
river at that place. He proposes to have ic 
analyzed to-morrow. He says that thousands 
of dead fish are in the river at Pottstown, and 
thatthe people are greatly alarmed. The 
poisonous water has reached Phoenixville, 
altpough it advances very slowly. Chief En- 
gineer McHadden, of the Philadelphia Water- 
works, went to Pottstown to-day on a tour of 
investigation. He returned to-night and says 
that the pollution and the death of the fish 
are caused in all probability by the water 
from an old mine near Pottstown which is 
full of sulphate of lime, a deadly poison. He 
says the same trouble occurred from the 
same cause ‘about five years ago, only toa 
less extent. He believes that the pollution 
will mot reach below Stony Point, near Nor- 
ristown, and that this city will not be affected. 
He admits, however, that it may creep further 
down and get into the Fairmount dam. If it 
does the result in Philadelphia would be ap- 
palling. Almost the entire water supply 
would be cut off in the heat of midsummer’ 
The people are growing anxious over the 
state of affairs. 


Killed by an Elephant. 
From the London News. 

Yesterday Sir John Humphreys opened an 
uest at Elm Hall, Church yond; Taser 
, on the body of Charles Hugnes, aged 26, 
a groom, who was killed by an elephant at 
the xandra palace on Sunday morning 
last. Mr. Myers, the proprietor of the cir- 
cus, and a large number of gentlemen were 
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name ot Blind Bill.“ The elephant 
was blind, and the keeper was behind it De- 
ceased was standing close by, against two_ 
tubs, and as the elephant came along she put 
her trunk into one of the tubs and the de- 
ceased ro the trunk away, saying Get 
away Bill.” The elephant then pushed de- 
ceased against the Wall, and squeezed him. 
She gored*the deceased with her tusk, 
and de fell dead. After the ele- 
phant attacked him the deceased tried to get 
the animal away. Witness could not see 
whether deceased raised the lip of the ani- 
mal or whether she raised it herself. De- 
ceased did nothing else to the elephant be- 
sides what witness had stated. He had never 
known the elephant to do any mischief be- 
fore. Witness could not account for deceased 
being attacked. J. Block, 2 Westmore grove, 
reen, stated that he was stud-groom 
in the employ of Mr. Myers, who had a circus 
at the Alexandria palace. On Sunday morn- 
ing he saw the deceased fall down, but did 
not see the attack. Mr. James Washington 
Myers stated that he was the proprietor 
of the circus and elephant. He 
had the latter about 20 years. She had always 
u very quiet unless something was done to 
her. About thirteen years ago one of the 
grooms put one of her eyes out, and the man 
was dismissed. About a year afterward the 
elephant lost the sight of the other eye, and 
became stone blind. Two years afterward, 
when the company was at Brighton, the 
same groom came into the stable, and slap- 
ping the elephant on the side, said: “This is 
the old brute that got me dismissea.” On 
hearing the man’s voice the — 1 pushed 
him up against the wall, and twisted his head 
and eyes, and ever since the man has been 
cross-eyed. He did not mean to say the ele- 
phant had injured the man’s eyes because 
he had served her the same, but at the same 
time it was a curious coincidence. The ele- 
phant had not the power to raise her lip her- 
self, and the deceased must have pusned it 
away in his strugzie with her. He was in- 
clined to think that deceased was fighting the 
elephant before she got him close to the wall. 
Ifthe lip had not been lifted up the tusk 
would first have had to go through it. There 
was a pitchfork close to where deceased Was 
lying, and there were some marks on the 
mouth of the elephant. He was satis- 
fied that deceased must have used the 
pitchfork against the elephant. Mr. Baron 
Alfred Ralph, surgeon, stated that when 
he was called to deceased he was dead. There 
was a deep wound on the left breast, expos- 
ing the lung. and the elephant’s tusk had 
evidently gone through the larger vessels of 
the heart, causing instant death. It was a 
clean cut, asif done bya die. There were 
numerous other wounds about the body. Sir 
John Humphreys, in summing up,said there 
was no doubt the deceased had a pitchfork in 
hishand at the time, and that he used it, 
either in self-defense or otherwise, against 
the animal. The jury, after a_ short 
consultation, returned a verdict of ‘‘Acci- 
dental death.“ Mr. Meyers then informed 
the coroner and jury that about eight montbs 
ago, when in Reading, the deceased, who was 
then a hawker, had two baskets with vege- 
tables in them, and the elephant in question 
put his trunk into the basket and ate up the 
contents. The man, getting angry at his loss 
and the people laughing at him, pulled out 
his penknife and stabbed the animal in the 
trunk; so there was a prior ill-feeling be- 
tween the deceased and the elephant.

Guiteau Boiled Down. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, July 15.—Speaking of the 
current stories to the effect that Guiteau's 
body has never been disturbed since its inter- 
ment, the Star says: The fact is that the 
body was removed from the jail and deposit- 
ed in the Medical Museum, where it still re- 
mains. To satisfy himself as to the removal, 
one of the officers of the jail,who had doubted 
the fact yesterday sounded the spot where 
the body had been placed, and found the re- 
mains no longer there. The bod, as stated, 
is now within the museum building, and 
will goon be prepared for tne 
skeleton case. Stories were set 
afloat yesterday to the effect that the re- 
port of the removal of the body was merely a 
clever dodge, under the cloak of which the 


coffin was quietiy removed from the Jail and 
buried in sore suburban piace on the private 
grounds of a friend of Dr. Hicks. 

Another very plausible story which was 
published this morning sets forth that the 
body hadnever been removed from the Jail 
at all, but now liee buried in the basement 
of the Jall, almost directly under the cell oc- 
cupied by Guiteau when living. Dr. Alex 
McWilliams, assistant physician to the Jail, 
is authority for the statement that there is 
now no coffin or grave at the Jail, nor is there 
a body there. 

The fact is the body was removed, as here- 
tofore stated, between the hours of 9 and 11 
o’ clock on the night of the 3d inst.; that prior 
to its removal an undertaker’s wagon was 
driven tothe neighborhood of the Jail, and 
its two occupants went into the Jail and held 
conversation with the Deputy Warden, Mr. 
Russ and Capt. Coleman, and then left; that 
the gate was opened aud the wagon driven by 
a circuitous route to the rear of the building, 
and that with the knowledge of not over half 
a dozen people the coffin, with its contents, 
was dug up, placed in the wagon and driven 
to the Medical Museum, where the body 
now is. 

Moat of the flesh has been removed from the 

frame, and in a little time it will be marked 
with a number and placed beneath one of the 
Elass cases in the museum. 
It ie not generally known, but itis a fact, 
that at the autopsy at the jail portions of the 
body were embalmed, and it may be that the 
face will be preserved and kept in a glass case 
as well as the skeleton.

The Republican primaries of Jasper have in- 
structed for Col. W. F. Cloud, of Carthage, for 
Congress. 


Tne Republican Convention of the Fourth 


District will meet at St. Joseph on the 12th of 
September. 

It will require thirty-eight votes to nominate 
the Democratic candidate for Congress in the 
Eleventh District. 

The Greenback Convention of the Second 
Congressional District will be held at Sruns- 
wick, Tuesday, August 15. 

Out of the M Democratic papers in the Sixth 
District, 13 are for More, 3 for Clark, 2 for Cos- 
grove and 4 uncommitted. 


The Republican State Committee of the 
Eleventh Congressional District will convene 
in Rolla on August Ist, 1882. 


The Monroe Appeal and Palmyra Spectator 
are giving Democratic County Judges fits for 
letting county printing to Republicans. 


There will be three candidates for Congress 
inthe St. Jo District, the Greenbackers having 
called a convention to meet in St. Josepn 
August 3.

HIGH PRICES. 


The Present Unreasonable Costliness 
of Common Food. 


—_—_— —>- — 


An Exhaustive Comparison of Last 
Year’s Food and To-Day’s. 


The Advance in Living Expenses Not 
Warranted by the Shortage in 
the Crops. 


There is no subject which has caused 80 uni- 
versal remark, so universal surprise and 80 
wide and deep complaint, within the last ten 
months, as the extraordinary high prices 
which have prevailed, and still do prevail, 
among us for the greater portion of what we 
call the necessaries of life. The matter has 
been brought forcibly home to the rich and the 
prosperous as well as to the poor and im- 
provident. People are always keener to notice 
a change which affects their pockets unfavor- 
ably than a change which does the reverse. 
The chuckle of satisfaction which accompanies 
an unexpectedly cheap purchase is not nearly 
as far-reaching or as penetrating as the groan 
which attaches to paying fifty cents for a 
twenty-five-cent steak. This is a natural 
thing, and it is entirely reasonable that com- 
plaints of the terribly high prices of provisions 
should for some months have formed the staple 
of conversation in the household and of 
neighborly intercourse. People who read with 
any care, or who have given the 
matter any real thought, have generally come 
to tne conclusion that the {earful prices which 
have prevailed have not been warranted by 


the condition of business in the country or the 
actual shortage of last year's crops. There 
was a drouth last summer, to be sure, and the 
crops of the Mississippi Valley were affected 
thereby, butit does not appear there was any 
such drouth or such shortage of crops as to 
account for the fact that to-day, in Union 
Market, a simple pork chop—the cheapest 
meat known tothe world, and the especial 
product of our vicinity—shouid command 17 
cents a pound. Adrouth is something not 
hitherto unknown in the land; there have been 
yeats before when the crops were bad—think 
of the grasshopper years, for instance—but no 
drouth or shortage ever produced a tithe of 
the advance in pices which has been made in 
the last year. The householder is bound to 
feelthatin some manner, by some unfair 
means probably, the markets bave been 
forced up on him, and as a rule ne 
has experienced no corresponding advance in 
the amount of money he can earn to meet 
that advance. He finds it harder to bring 
both ends into juxtaposition than it was, es- 
pecially if he is a salaried man. If you shall 
ask the man whois in receipt of $100 a month 
for the support of himself and family, he will 
probably tell you, and that too somewhat ex- 
citealy, that it costs him 25 per cent more, 
yes, sir, 25 per cent more, per cent, by 
jingo,’’ to live than it did last year. He has 
his mind fixed upon the meat bill

vO Sfirmlyj] that he forgets Sother essentials 
which have not gone upin price, and hence 
fixes his percentage rather high. The advance 
in meats; has, itis true, been nearer 30 per 
cent than 35 per cent, and the advance in 
some staple grocery articles has certainly ex- 
ceeded 25 pér cent, butit must be borne in 
mind that ary goods, boots and 
shoes, clothing, furniture and house- 
keeping goods have not advanced at all. 
A great many small articles, too, which appear 
on the grocer’s list will be found tn be as cheap, 
and even cheaper, than they were last July. 

A reporter ot the PoSsT-DISPATCH has this 
week 
CANVASSED THE PRICE OF NEARLY EVERYTHING 
which enters into our dailv life in order to as- 
certain, or at least to approximate the differ 
ence in the cost of living now and a year or 
more ago. Starting out with the feelings of 
the indignant householcer, and smarting 
under the infliction of paying 20 cents a pound 
for a steak that consisted of considerable bone, 
a mouthtul or two of meat and a long continu: 
ation of fat and gristie, he was convinced that 
be could show up a gross and general increase 
of 25 percent. After a thorough examination, 
however, candorcompele him to admit that 
the situation is not quite as bad as it appears. 
itis hard to make au average of 25 per cent 
even with meat away up in the clouds. Stiil, 
the situation is very bad, and more than ex 
asperating. Most of the articles whicn have 
to be purchased every day are exorbitantiv 
high—higher, certainly, than thereis any oc- 
casion for, orthelawot supply and demanu 
would lead us to expect. The income of the 
majority of middie-ciass people has not been 
increased u bit, so as to enable them to mest 
tnis forced state of the provision markets. 
Nearly ali mechanics have, during the year. 
succeeded in securing a nominal advaucein 
wages of from 10 to 15 per cent, but itis doubt- 
ful if they are not stiliinthe reur, for the rea- 
son that they live almost exclusively upon the 
verv articles which have most advanced in 
price. Thearmy of cierks and smali-salaried 
men, who invariably live fully up to the extent 
of their means, are, perhaps, greater sufferers 
in this instance than the poor laborers on the 
streets, whose actual pay is much less. 

By a liberal use of the interviewing power, 
and a judicious working upon the feelings of 
the ‘‘butcher, the baker ard the candlestick- 
maker, the following exhaustive facts con- 
cerning the St. Louis market of to-Cay anda 
year ago have been obtained. In the tabies 
of comparative prices given reference is al- 
ways had to the best articles only. Inasmuch 
as the meat market presents tne most remark- 
able (and unaccountable) advance, it is given 
first. The figures are enough to make a 
boardinghonse-keeper weep.

In the above it will be noticed that pork and 
veal are at present at fearful prices. It is fair 
to state that both have very recently advanc- 
ed. Only last Monday the wholesale dealers, 
who supply nearly all tne retailers, both in 
the markets and in the meat shops, put up the 
price of pork to 14 cents. This price cannot 
hold and is likely to go down any day. Calves 
are so scarce that the butchers cannot get hold 
ot them, and hence the price of veal has lately 
been forced up from 25 to2s and 30 cents 
the ‘latter figure being now ob 
tained by a few dealers in Union Market. 
Strango to say the ie Of spring lamb is very 
little in advance of last year, asthe price ob- 
tained for this daintyis always a fancy one. 
Inanarticleon ‘‘Beef’’ which appeared in 
last Saturday’s POST-DISPATCH, t was clearly 
demonstrated that there is too great difference 
between the wholesale and the retail meas 
market in St. Louis. The meat tor which we 
are paying 15 to 20 cents a pound costs on the 
hoof in East St. Louis but4 cents. Formerly it 
cest2 cents. With a Wholesale advance of 2 
cents we are charged a retail advance of 5 
cents a pound, The butchers deny the situa- 
tion, but the figures are against them. In 
some portions ofthe city meat can be had a 
little cheaper than is quoted above, but the 
cattle are correspondingly poorer, being of the 
Zz cent grade. 

SPRING CHICKENS 

which retatled at this date last year at 28 cents 
and less, now bring 40 cents, oran advance of 
60 percent. Thisis altogether unreasonable 
and not to be accounted tor by the fact that 
corn was high in the winter. The warm winter 
and early spring were very favorable tothe 
production of unlimited chickens, and they 
should not now be over $2 25 a dozen. Ot game 
there is nothing to be had at present but wood - 
cock. These are no higher than last year, and 
bring $1 25 per pair. 


FISH 
are selling in Union Market to-day at precisely 
the same hgures that they did on the 15th day 
of July last year, with the exception of catfish, 
which is now quoted at 12% cents a pound, in- 
stead of 10 cents. Perhaps the farmers will teil 
us thatfish baven't gone up because they 
didn’t winter on corn.

Flour, it will be noticed, is now only 50 cents 
a barrel higher than last veal, but during the 
iall and spring it was $1 higher, so that the av- 
erage increase has been between 10 and 12 
percent, Meal is extravagantly high, and out 
of proportion to the shortage of last year’s 
crop of corn. Cora-pone and bacon’’ have 
become iuxuries under present prices. Hom- 
iny, following corn, is up 100 per cent. This 
article is much used as a Vegetable among the 
working classe3, 204 itsinordinate price comes 
especially hard upon them. The despised 
beau, it will be noticed, has oy up almost 45 
per cent, a fact more bewatled in Boston than 
in St. Louis, Eggs have been exceedingly 
high all the season; too high, again, to be 
easily explained. Thev have not gone below 
15 cents a dozen, while last year they sold 
everywhere in April at three dozen forz5 cents. 
This is really an advance of 100 per ceut 
on eges, although the present figures 
do not show 80 great 4 difference. 
Strangly enough molasses and syrups are up 
about 30 per cent, while sugar has not changed 
atall. Sugar, however,is an article always 
sold without profit. Just now sugar is whole- 
saleing ata half cent off last July’s figures. 
Butter appears to be no higher than last year, 
but really itis. Tne drouth began last year in 
July and butter went up ata gallop. But this 
has been an unexcelled grass season, and 
butter ought to be 30 per cent lower than it is; 
ditto of course with cheese. Coffee, being an 
imported article, has been little affected by the 
alleged scarcity of corn. Lately it nas gone 
down three cents a pound on all grades. 

CANNED GOODS 
of all descriptions were very high last fall, but 
the break came early in the year, and forthe 
last five months they have averaged no higher 
than last year. Some few varities of 
fruit and vogetables are just 
now selling cheaper than ever before, but this 
is because of the prospects ot an immense crop 
this year. Packers who expected to makea 
fortune in cauned fruits last year falled utter- 
ly. Anticipating very high prices,they packed 
allthey could get hold of. The high prices, 
and the talk of still higher prices, scared -con- 
sumers away from canned goods early in the 
winter, anc the consequence was that packers 
found themselves overloaded. The: goods 
were then rushed west so fast as to almost 
cause a freight blockade, and put on tite 
market at any price that could be obtained. 
Imported goods and fancy groceries generally 
are at the same figure or iess than last year. 
Unfortunately, however, the multitude can- 
not live on fancy groceries. What the 15 & 
week clerk requires is away up; what he is 
uuable to afford at any time is down a trifis. 
Dried apples are not considered a luxury, but 
they have gone uptromic a poundtose. Coal 
ol remains about as last year, 200 a gallon, 
ADVANCE IN VEGETABLES. 

It is very diflicult to compare the prices of 
vegetables and fruits at any given date, as 
the market changes daily; stillit can be done 
in a general way. The prices given below sre

With the exception of tomatoes, cabbage, 
cucumbers, onions and squashes, prices do 
not seem to differ greatly from those of last 
year, Dut it must be remembered that last sea- 
son was a very backward while this has been a 
forward season. Then, again, some of the 
articles quoted are out of season. Last 
year cherries in their season sold at ö cents a 
quart, but this year they have not gone below 
cents. There was an almost equai difference 
in strawberries, and there will be yet in black 
berries. Blackberries last year went down as 
low as 20 cents a gallon, but this season they 
will never fall below that by the quart. It 16 
now a certainty that fruitis going to be scarce 
and high all through the year, thus rendering 
it impossible for many housewives to do any 
caaning or preserving. IIousekeepers were 
appalled last year when, at this date, potatoes 
went up to $1 25 a bushel; but now, with the 
prospect of an immense crop, they are heid at 
the same exorbitant figure. They should be 
about 60 cents. 

ADVANCE IN BRBAD AND MILK. 

By general agreement among the leading 
retail city bakers the five-centloafof bread 
weighs twelve ounces. Au advance was made 
last fall when four went up. In place ot the 
l4-cucce loaf a 12-ounce loaf was adopted and 
has since prevailed, although most grades of 
flour have cone down one-half of their original] 
advance. The i2z-ounce loat is, however, what 
is called a fancy article. All up through the 
northern portion of the city there ure small 
bakers furnishing 13, 14, 15 and even 16-ounce 
loaves for ve cents, but where the weight is 
greater the quality of flour used is poorer. A 
great wany poor peopie would much rather 
uave al5-ounce joaf for their nickel, even if 
it does look a little darker colored than the 
snowy brands made at the fancy bakeries in 
center of the _§ city. Generally 
there can be no fault 
found with tune existing prices of 
bread, crackers, Gtc., i) the 
bakers have done little more than follow the 
advance in flour, which advance has been 
small compared with many other articles of 
daily food. 

With the drouth and the advance of feed last 
falicamethe certain advance in milk. The 
milkmen of the city are united in a union em- 
bracing 300 of the leading dairies in and arouna 
the city. They have rules and regulations 
governing the sale and prices of their milk, 
which, it is claimed, they are living up to very 

uarely. 

he price fixed upon by the union as neces- 
sary to be obtained in order to make the dairy 
business profitable is 33% cents agalion. To 
secure this price the milk is either sold pure at 
twelve quarts for a doilar, or it is skimmed 
and the 33); cents divided up between the 
cream and the reguiting skimmed milk. Near- 
ly all milk wagons now carry two large 
cans, the one containing pure milk sold at 
twelve quarts for the doliar, and the other 
skimmed milk sold at fourteen to sixteen 
quarts for the dollar. If a person secures 
more than twelve quarts for a dollar it is 
absolutely certain that the milk ig either 
skimmed or watered. The advance last fali 
was from 7 cents aquart to 8 gents, or 
nearly 18 per cent.

upon even the very necessaries of life. All 
manufactured goods are as cheap as they were 
last year, notwithstanding the fact that the 
cost of manufacture has been increased in 
nearly every instance. 

In conclusion, itis well to call attention to 
one staple article, one indispensabie article in 
every St. Louis family, which, inatead of 
going up, has gone down 25 r cent 
in the last year. The PostT-DisSPATCH 
was reduced last fall from twenty ceats a week 
to fifteen cent an unprecedentedly low figure 
for a live eight page paper. This reduc- 
tion was a great consolation to the people in 
their affliction, for they indeed felt that they 
could better do witbout porterhouse beefsteak 
than the newsy, spicy POST-DISPATCH.

ABOUT HORSESHOES. 


Faults of Ordinary shoes, Which Contract 
the Heels and Spoil the Gait. 


From the Meaical News. 


Any one who will take the trouble to exam- 
ine, even casually, the .oatomy of a horse’s 
foot, will see that the frog is a wedge of elastic 
tissue fitted for concuesion. Each time it 
pounds the earth it spreads the hoof lateraliy 
by reason of its shave, for it is not only a 
wedge anteroposteriorly, but also vertically. 


It is fitted for concussions as perfectly as is ¢ 


the sole of the dog or cat. 

We know it is a mooted point among even 
good horsemen as to whether in shoeing frog- 
pressure should be courted or avoided. Ex- 
perience, we believe, willbe in favor of frog- 
pressure, and both anatomy and common 
sense are on its side. The frog is precisely fit- 
ted, as we have aaid. for such pressure, aud 
even our stony street pavements do but harden 
and develop the frog just as the bare-footed 
voy has his foot sole toughened. Xenophon 
tells us in his school for horsemen that colts 
brought up on ary, stony soils never need pro- 
tection. 

The ordinary shoe, with heel and toe cork, 
lifts the foot-sole from the ground and pre- 
vents sucn frog pressure. But, as a rule, such 
horses have more or less contracted heels and 
have not a long, free stride. Their gait is 
‘*proggy.’’ Take off such shoes and put on 
the Goodenough or simbar shoe, and it is re- 
markabie to see howtheir gait improves and 
how the heel expands.

Radiziwjll, the official residence of Prince 
Bismarck, have been closed to the irrestrain- 
able John. He has been from his boy 
up a burden to the paternai Bismarck, His 
ranks were the sorrow of the 
ismarek party and the scoro 
and butt of the liberals. Some years 
ago he horrified the resvectable‘‘younkers”— 
that is to say, the rock - rooted urbons of 
the empire-—by an open escapade with one of 
the soubrettes of the opera, His liaison was, 
however, thrown in the shade by a simulta- 
neous event which occupied the sovial factors 
of the capital.
